walks in Central Park Cohan liked 
people, the kind who ask you for 
a dime for a cup of coffee, and he 
liked pigeons, the kind that swoop 
down on the park walk for a pea- 
nut.

In his 
real life he carried it on, for there 
were many actors and actresses 
who remained on his payroll long 
after they had ceased appearing 
in his shows.

With him when he died were his 
wife, Mrs. Agnes Mary Cohan; his 
daughters, Mrs. George Ronkin, 
and Helen and Georgette Cohan, 
and his first friend, Gene Buck.

Motorists can obtain application 
blanks for “A” and “D” gasoline 
rationing books at filling stations 
in St. Louis and St. Louis County 
and also at the Automobile Club 
of Missouri Saturday, State Ra- 
tioning Officer William H. Bryan 
said today. 

Station operators, he explained, 
should obtain application forms 


from high schools between 8:30 
a.m. and 4:30 p. m. tomorrow. 


Procedure for Motorists. 
Bryan said procedure will be a% 
follows: Motorists will fill out 


their application blanks and then, 
between 9 a. m, and 9 p. m., Nov. 
12, 13 and 14, take them to city and 
county elementary schools, where 
a general registration will be con- 
ducted, Regulations become effec- 
tive at 12:01 a. m., Nov. 22. 

“When a motorist completes his 
application for an ‘A’ book at a 
school,” Bryan explained, “the ‘A’ 
book will be delivered to him. It 
will contain four sheets of eight 
coupons each, and will entitle an 
automobile driver to four gallons 
of gasoline weekly, 

“EKach- sheet is numbered. The 
\first sheet is numbered three. 
The number three coupons are 
good until Jan. 22, but are worth- 
less thereafter. Coupons in the 
number four sheet are good for 


numbered five and six are good 
for two months each and the book 
will carry the motorist up until 
July 22, 1943, when a new ration- 
ing year will be started. 

“The ‘D’ books are similar to 
the ‘A’ books, except that they are 
for motorcycle operators and at 
present will entitle them to one 
and one-half gallons weekly. 

“Coupons are good only far the 
two-month period for which they 
are issued.” 

Commercial vehicle owners must 
apply to local rationing boards 
after Nov. 16 for their books. 
While application forms for sup- 
plementary fations for passenger 
car owners will be available at the 
tlementary schools when the “A” 
and “D” coupons are being issued, 
persons who apply for such forms 
must take them home, fill them 
out and mai} them to their local 
ration boards for approval. 

Bryan explained that the applica- 
tion for an “A” or “D” book must 
be signed by the person in whose 
name the car is registered. If the 
registered owner is unable to sign 
the application or is out of the city 
on the registration dates, he should 
apply directly to the local ration 
board. 

The applicant must be prepared 
to show title to the car by pre- 
senting the blue registration certi- 
ficate he has been issued for the 
year 1942 by the Secretary of State 
for Missouri on payment of his 
license plate fee. If he is unable 
to find the receipt he will be 
obliged to fill in and sign an affi- 
davit made out by the Office of 
Price Administration and available 
at the schools to car owners.

BELATED RETURNS INCREASE 
REPUBLICAN STATE TOTALS 


Net Gains Are One Missouri Office, 5 Seats in 
Congress, 10 in State Senate 
and 20 in House.

More nearly complete unofficial 
election figures given in belated 
returns received last night served 
to hear out in even greater degree 
the heavy Republican gains indi- 
cated by the earlier returns. The 
Democrats won only in those Con- 
gressional, and State Representa- 
tive and Senatorial districts which 
are gerrymandered so that the 
Democrats are virtually certain of 
victory even in extensive Republi- 
can landslide. The Democrats even 
lost some of the heavily gerry- 
mandered districts. 
The net Republican gains in this 
election were one State office, that 
of Superintendent of Schools, five 
seats in Congress, 10 seats in the 
State Senate and about 20 seats in 
the State House of Representa- 
tives, the exact number not being 
ascertainable until the official 
count of ballots, which begins to- 
morrow. , 
The Republicans are assured of 
control of the State House of Rep- 
resentatives, and have enough Sen- 
ate seats to indicate that, if this elec- 
tion forecasts the result of the 
election in 1944, the Republicans 
will control the State Senate in 
1945 for the second time since 
Civil War reconstruction days. 
State Senate Complexion. 
In the Senate of the Legislature 
which convenes Jan. 6, the Demo- 
crats will have 18 seats and the 
Republicans 16, the Democratic 
vote being the bare Constitutional 
majority required to pass a bill. 
They will not have enough votes 
to pass a bill over the Governor's 
veto on a strict party vote. 
The only congressional seat that 
was in doubt on the early returns 
was that of Congressman William 
L. Nel in the Second district, 
and the ‘tater returns confirmed 
the Republican trend there. Nel- 
son was shown to have been de- 
feated by Max Schwabe, a lawyer 
of Columbia, Schwabe’s lead being 
975 with five precincts yet to re- 
port. Of these five, one is Repub- 
lican and four Democratic, which 
leaves no doubt of Nelson’s defeat. 
The lead of Roy Scantlin, Repub- 
lican, of Neosho, over Lloyd W. 
King for State Superintendent of 
Schools, stood at 13,872 with 85 
precints to report. Scantlin’s ma- 
jority on the official returns is 
expected to be in excess of 15,000. 
Total Vote Less Than 920,000. 
A total vote of 899,966 in the 
precincts reported indicates that 
the total State vote was slightly 
less than 920,000, which is approxi- 
mately 320,000 less than the vote 
in 1938, the last off-year election. 
As the decrease in the total vote 
is approximately the decrease in 
King’s vote from that he received 
in 1938, apparently the Democratic 
defeat this year was due to a 
Democratic stay-at-home vote of 
about 300,000. King’s majority in

The remainder represented pledges 
by brewing companies and their 
officers. 

The general division, represent- 
ing home solicitation within the

The special gifts division, with 
$181,137 in new pledges reached a 
total of $2,517,628 or 80 per cent 
of its quota. The downtown divi- 
sion reported $12,492 making a to- 
tal of $120,426 or 73 per cent of 
its goal. Pledges of $19,657 were 
reported by the county division, 
bringing its subscriptions to $72,- 
467 or 60 per cent of its quota.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 5 
(AP).—The Attorney General's of- 
fice filed a second brief today in 
opposition to the proposed sale of 
the electric properties of the La- 
clede Power & Light Co. to the 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri, 
charging “it is nothing more than 
a scheme on the part of Union

That if shipping space improves, 
rationing will be raised or elimi- 
nated; That eevry effort to provide 
cargo space for coffee will be 
made. 

Nelson confirmed the board’s 
understanding in every case.

afternoon, after brief meetings, 
with indications that little special 
eession legislative work would be 
done this week end except in the 
House.

$726,752 Sought by City for Care of 
Indigent Patients, 


Mayor William Dee Becker and 
Comptroller Louis Nolte sent a 
joint letter to Gov. Forrest C. Don- 
nell today requesting that he ask 
the special session of the State 
Legislature to appropriate §726,752 
for the City of St. Louis as a de- 
ficiency payment owed for the care 
of indigent patients at the Koch 
Hospital for the Tuberculous, 

The letter pointed out that tn- 
der statutory provisions the State 
is supposed to pay the city $12.50 a 
week toward the cost of.carying for 
each indigent patient. The last 
Legislature voted only $90,000 for 
this purpose for a two-year period 
and therefore the State still owes 
the city a balance of $726,752, based 
on the number of such patients. 

The letter also pointed out that 
the Governmental Research Bureau 
recently estimated that the city’s 
deficit at the close of the current 
fiscal year in April will be in the 
neighborhood of $1,458,000, 


RUSSIANS SMASH 
NORTH STALINGRAD 
ATTACK BY NAZIS

blocked their offensive in the Moz- 
dok area. 

The Government newspaper Is 
vestia said the battle of Stalingrad 
was marked by a growing maneu- 
verability of Red Army units. 

Observers stressed the heaviness 
of the German attacks, however, 
and at least one poinht the Nazis 
threw in a new division. There 
were many nafia-to-hand clashes. 
The Russians said the Germans 
lost 1000 men yesterday. 

Enemy planes bombed the city’s 
defenses steadily in ‘i of the 
ground operations. heré have 
been several hundred flights in 
the last few days. 

As German bombers flew over 
the ruins in groups of three to 15 
a Soviet garrison force broke up 
répeated ground drives’ toward the 
factories, dispatchés said. The 
Nazis sought to knife between two 
plants, but this thrust also was 
stopped. 

Dwindling of the action on the 
steppes northwest of the city Was 
indicated by the fact the noon 
communique devoted but one sen- 
tence to it, this an assertion that 
Red Army scouts had penetrated 
enemy lines and blown up two dug- 
outs. 

Fierce Fighting Below Nalchik. 

“Southeast of Nalchik our troops 
fought violent engagements and 
our artillery dispersed concentra- 
tions of enemy tanks and infantry 
preparing for attack,” the com- 
munique said. “The Germans 
suffered heavy losses. Seventeen 
German planes were shot down in 
air combat and by anti-aircraft 
fire.” 

In the sector about Mozdok, 50 
miles northeast of Nalchik, attacks 
on Red Army positions were re- 
Pulsed and the Russians were reé- 
ported to have occupied an énemy 
étrong point in a counterattack. 

The communique said Soviet 
troops continued to cut into the 
ranks of encircled invasidn forées 
northeast of Tuapse and one unit 
wiped out 270 men. It reported that 
prisoners “describe enormous losses 
suffered by their troops.” 

Air Activity in Caucasus. 

Aviation was a factor in the 
fighting on both the Central and 

estern Caucasus fronts. 

The Army newspaper Red Star 
gaid there was increased Russian 
air activity southeast of Nalchik, 
where the ground defenders were 
holding against a large concen- 
tration of tanks and bombers, but 
gaid that low clouds hampered the 
flyers. 

The Germans assigned fresh 
bombers for the fight to halt the 
Boviet advance northeast of 
Tuapse. Two hyndred bombs were

The British reported the - de- 
struction of 13 Axis aircraft yes- 
terday and acknowledged the loss 
of 14 Allied planes, but the Allied 
losses were relatively small in pro- 
portion to the number of planes 
engaged. 

Last night’s British communique 
declared that the enemy was “in 
full retreat.” 

The announcement painted the 
picture of a sweeping Allied vic- 
tory, disclosed that Rommel’s sec- 
ond in command—Gen. Georg von 
Stumme—had been killed in action 
and declared that the enemy was 
retreating in complete confusion. 

Assessing Axis losses for the 
first time since the beginning of 
the Allied offensive, the bulletin 
reported that in the 12 days of 
fighting 260 enemy tanks had been 
destroyed, 600 aircraft knocked out 
of action, 270 guns wrecked or 
captured, 50,000 tons of shipping 
sunk and as much more damaged. 

In addition, the communique 
said, the Allies have captured 9000 
Axis prisoners, including Gen, Rit- 
ter von Thoma, commander of the 
German African Corps, and a 
number of other senior German 
and Italian officers. 

“It is known the enemy’s losses 
in killed and wounded have been 
exceptionally high,” the com- 
munique said, 

Extent of Advance. 

While the announcement did not 
reveal the full extent of the Al- 
lied advance, unofficial advices 
from the front indicated that Brit- 
ish forces were advancing rapidly 
on El Daba, site of an important 
enemy air base 35 miles west of 
El Alamein. 

Observers said that Rommel’s 
chances, of making a stand de- 
pended largely on the amount of 
reserves he might have massed’ at 
such strategic points as Matruh, 
Halfaya Pass and Sollum—all of

Careers of Nazi Generals. 

The British announcement of 
the death of Gen. von Stumme said 
that he was reported to have com- 
manded all Axis forces in North 
Africa during Rommel’s recent 
visit to Germany. 
There were reports that Rommel 
himself was not on the job at the 
start of the British offensive on 
Oct. 23. He had been in Berlin 
for conferences with Adolf Hitler 
and was present in the Sports- 
palast for Hitler’s speech on Sept. 
30. The German press had re- 
ported that Rommel left Berlin 
on Oct. 15. 

Von Stumme, 53-year-old vet- 
eran of the last war, who was dec- 
orated in May, 1941, with the 
Knight’s Cross of the Iron Cross, 
was a man of great energy and 
ability from whom Rommel is. re- 
puted to have learned the tech- 
nique of handling armored forma- 
tions, 

His death was regarded by the 
British as a grievous loss for the 
German Army. 

He commanded the Second Light 
Division before the war, It was 
converted subsequently into the 
Seventh Armored Division and 
commanded by Rommel. 

Gen. von Stumme commanded 
the Fortieth Armored Corps in 
Western Europe early in 1940. 
Later he commanded the same 
corps in the Greek campaign, tak- 
ing Salonika and moving on to 
Athens. He later served in South- 
ern Russia. 

Gen, von Thoma, 51-year-old Ba- 
varian, recently. succeeded Gen. 
Nehring in command of the Africa 
Corps. One of Germany’s out- | 
standing tank experts, he had 
made a special study of desert 
tactics and was a personal friend | 
of Rommel. 


He won the Knight’s Cross of 
the Iron Cross in the last war and 
in this war commanded an armored 
regiment on the Polish front, an- 
other which broke through at Se-

Allied Air Superiority. 

Returning flyers told of enemy 
troops “seattering like cock- 
roaches” under the attacks. 

Airmen said smoking hulks of 
tanks littered the desert floor and 
the. coastal highway was choked 
with wrecked trucks, armored cars 
and motor transport. 

“I never saw such destruction,” 
reported Brig. Gen. A. C, Strick- 
land, chief of the bomber command 
of the Middle East unit of the 
United States Army Air Forces, 
following his return from a per- 
sonally conducted bombing foray. 

“We swept over the road and 
saw it packed with transport,” he 
related. “But every vehicle was 
stopped and everywhere there were 
tiny trails of dust where the crews 
were running into the desert, Ev- 
ery. bomber in our formation 
turned and sailed down the road, 
spilling bombs on vehicles and 
men.” 

Every available Allied bomber 
and fighter was reported taking 
part in the onslaught, operating in 
shuttles from airdromes scattered 
all over the desert. Ground crews 
labored hour after hour without 
rest to refuel returning planes, re- 
load their bomb racks and mia- 
chine guns and send them forth 
again. 

Fighting French parachute sol- 
diers, dropped far behind the 
Axis’ desert lines, have knocked 
out almost 100 planes on enemy 
airfields, Reuters reported, 

Reuters said the parachutists 
were highly trained specialists who 
had made forays at Barka, near 
Bengasi, and Martuba, 60 miles 
northwest of Tobruk. 

Their casualties, it said, in- 
cluding those incurred in one raid 
on Crete, have been one killed, 
foug prisoners and 13 missing. The 
dispatch did not indicate how the 
men were able to return or to re- 
port back to their bases, 

‘The men were trained in Brit- 
ain and sent to Libya, where they

NAZIS SAY RETREAT

BERLIN, Nov. 5 (from German 
broadcasts) (AP).—The German

production, but did not express an 
opinion on any pending legislative 
proposals for dealing with the 
manpower problem. 

Wickard said-that “we are los- 
ing our most efficient agricultural 
workers very rapidly” and warned 
that unless means were found to 
keep “skilled, managerial help on 
the farms, all the unskilled work- 
ers you can place there won’t help 
in this situation.” 

Wickard estimated that 1,600,000 
men have left the farms in the 
last year and said about 60 per 
cent went into industry and the 
rest into the armed forces. 

“We must face this problem real- 
istically,” Wickard said, emphasiz- 
ing that the growing shortage of 
experienced farm workers would 
make difficult “the maintaining 
and increasing of our food produc- 
tion program.” 

He suggested that Congress take 
steps to prevent war industries 
from hiring men granted defer- 
ment as essential farm workers. 

Wickard said a longer work 
week in industry than 40 hours 
might relieve the “drain on agri- 
culture” of industrial labor taken 
from the farm. 

This was in response to a ques- 
tion by Senator Thomas (Rep.), 
Idaho, whether ‘it would relieve 
the farm labor shortage to “change 
back from a 40 to a 48-hour week.” 

The Secretary explained that the 
work week usually was considered 
the number of hours a worker put 
in before he began drawing over- 
time pay and that the war indus- 
tries already were working their 
men from 42 to 50 hours a week. 
H suggested that the men, with 
overtime pay, might work still 
longer hours, since farm labor 
worked 60 hours or more. 

Organized labor already was on 
record as flatly opposed to a na- 
tional service act at this time. 
Spokesmen for the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and the Congress 
of Industrial Organizations have 
endorsed a plan before the Senate | 
Labor Committee for a reorgani- 
gation of the Federal procurement, 
production and man power agen- 
cies under a new central planning | 
office.

The London Daily Express said 
Axis losses probably already to- 
taled not less than 40,000 men 
killed, wounded or captured, along 
with 80 per cent of the available 
air strength and at least half the 
gun power, 


Tank Losses Also Heavy. 

It was estimated that more than 
50 per cent of the German ard 
Italian armored forces were repre- 
sented by 260 tanks sacrificed in 
a vain attempt to halt the west- 
ward push. Well-informed observ- 
ers said Rommel controlled about 
300 Nazi tanks and possibly 200 of 
Italian manufacture when the Al- 
lied offensive opened the night of 
Oct. 23. 

The British radio hammered the 
story home to the peoples of Ger- 
many, Italy and the Nazi-occupied 
and neutral nations of Europe with 
broadcast after broadcast in many 
tongues.

Indians Look to London. 


Indian hopes are pinned on Lon- 
don rather than New Delhi. The 
attitude of British officialdom in 
this country shows no change. It 
seems well content with the prog- 
ress it is making in repressing civil 
disobedience by police measures. It 
says the restoration of order has 
been progressive and continuous 
and that major dislocations in in- 
dustry and government are now 
very few. Every day .the newspa- 
pers publish several columns of 
items about disturbances and ar- 
rests in scattered regions of the 
country, but nowadays they tend 
to be of minor nature. The under- 
lying disaffection, of course, re- 
mains and will continue so long as 
political issues are unsolved. 

Disappointed in its attempts to 
make peace among the Indian par- 
ties, the Hindu Mahasabha, India’s 
third largest political organization, 
proposed sending a delegation to 
the United States to enlist Ameri- 
can help in solving the Indian 
muddle if permission can be ob- 
tained from the British. Another 
peacemaker, C. R. Rajagopalachari, 
has volunteered to go to London 
to outline his compromise propos- 
als if a welcome is assured. There 
is a big body of Indians like these 
which is also anxious and ready 
to help the Allied cause if the Brit- 
ish will grant a government more 
truly Indian than the present one. 

The strongest proposal of all 
comes from the All-India Cow Pro- 
tection Conference which, in an 
appeal to the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, draws attention’ to’ the 
“alarming, large-scale slaughter of 
cows in India” and points out that 
“no act would help more to rally 
the Hindu Government and save 
the present situation than a bold 
and gracious act stopping immedi- 
ately the slaughter of cows.”

“It is abundantly clear,” the 
committee said, “that with the re- 
turn of peace, the shackles will 
be broken and a transport-rationed 
people will demand and secure a 
vastly enlarged. system of high- 
ways, airways and to a lesser de- 
waterways that will over- 
shadow all the progress of the 
past.” 

Rail Problem. 


The railroads were pictured as 
a special problem, for which some 
—yet undevised—means must be 
found to provide Government 
money for modernization, consoli- 
dation and reorganization. 


In the motor field, the commit- 
tee’s comment follows: 


“War conditions provide an ex- 
cellent opportunity in the highway 
transportation industry for the re- 
design of automotive . equipment 
along functional] lines; and for the 
planning of a modern inter-region- 
al highway system and urban ex- 
press routes to accommodate the 
automobile of the future, 


“Major emphasis in future high- 
way development must be directed 
to the provision of express high- 
ways and off street parking in 
urban areas,” 


Partly through Government ac- 
tion, and partly through more ef- 
ficient operation and competition, 
the committee foresaw a reduction 
in the cost of transportation. 

“A major objective for the fu- 
ture,” the group said, “must be a 
lower level of rates and fares in 
the transport industry to place the 
rate structure in a more favorable 
position with respect to other 
prices, in order that restrictions on 
movement may be minimized.” 


National Agency Urged. 


The committee suggested that all 
Federal agencies dealing with 
transportation be amalgamated in 
a “national transportation agency,” 
which would have broad powers 
both for direct action and for co- 
operative projects with state and 
local governments, 

The agency, it was suggested, 
should have power to plan and 
order the consolidation of the na- 
tion’s railways into “a limited 
number of systems arranged along 
regional lines, but avoiding sys- 
tems of excessive size.” 


It would also have power to buy 
or acquire land to be used not only 
by the Federal, but also State and 
local governments, in building new 
highways, termina] facilities and 
supplying other transportation 
needs, 


The agency also would be auth- 
orized to revise and simplify the 
whole system of determining rates 
and fares. 


Another recommendation was 
that both the employers and the 
employes of the various branches 
of the transportation industry 
should be organized into nation- 
wide organizations to settle all 
kinds of questions including wages, 
service, and benefits.

Transport Plane Runs Into Storm After 
Leaving Guadalcanal—Radio Broken But 
Men Repair It, Get Message Through. 


LOS ANGELES, 
Nov, 5 (AP). 


HE story of how 20 Ameri- 
can Marines, sick, wounded 
and tired after weeks of 
fighting on Guadalcanai, started 
for temporary peace and safe- 
ty only to face and win a new 
struggle for life was related today 
by a news correspondent, Bill 
Henry of the Los Angeles Times, 
who returned home from the South 
Pacific. 


Already in bad condition when 
they left the battle zone, the Ma- 
rines nevertheless managed to sur- 
vive 10 days in a wrecked Army 
transport plane, awash on a shal- 
low Pacific atoll, living on scant 
rations of food and water until 
United States naval seaplanes and 
a destroyer took them off. Most of 
them—perhaps all—will -live. 


The men were “sitting cases,” 
some of them wounded, some ill, 
some both, when they set out from 
Guadalcanal Oct. 19 for a hospital 
somewhere in the Pacific in an 
Army Douglas transport, Henry re- 
lates. The plane was manned by 
Lieut, Cecil Petty, pilot; Eugene 
Ecklund, co-pilot; Corp. Larry In- 
galls, radioman, and Corp. Roy 
Meuret, engineer. Those were all 
the names the military authorities 
made public, and their addresses 
were not given. 

A few hundred miles out they 
ran into a storm. Pilot Petty looked 
at his. gasoline gauge, which 
showed there wasn’t enough fuel to 
get back to Guadalcanal. He re- 
called a coral reef not too far away, 


which he had noticed on his “milk 
run,” the prosaic. name these 
island-to-island journeys are called 


by the men who make them, 


Petty headed for it, and soon 
sighted the little atoll, a rocky 
bit of coral which always was 
partly awash. In a meneuver de- 
scribed by Henry as combining 
almost incredible skill and a lot of 
luck, Petty sat the big land plane 
down in three feet of water, and it 
skittered across the calm sea, 

No one was hurt in the landing, 
but the radio was broken and the 
crew set to work to repair it. Food 
and water were rationed, and. a 
lookout posted atop the plane. 

After long hours the crew got 
the radio working and began 
broadcasting their position. Mean- 
time the plane was reported miss- 
ing, and hope for it. had almost 
been abandoned, as by this time it 
was nearly 10 days overdue. 

But a message got through and 
Henry was at the field when it was 
received. Swift land planes set 
out, speedily found the disabled 
transport, and dropped food, water, 
medicine. One or two on the trans- 
port retained sufficient strength 
to swim after the supplies.

Air power is displaying its ter- 
rible prowess in the pursuit, an 
operation for which its qualities 


of its ability to keep up continuous 
attacks on the retiring. elements 
of a beaten foe. This maintenance 
of constant pressure in pursuit has 
always been one of the most dif- 
ficult operations of war. Now we 
are seeing what really modern 
planes can do when they have un- 
trammeled freedom of the skies.

The voters of Oklahoma are to be con- 
gratulated for sending Josh Lee back to his former 
job of elocution teacher. 
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TWO-PARTY SYSTEM IN THE LEGISLATURE. 

If the election was a victory for the two-party 
system in the country at large, it was also a victory 
for the two-party system in Missouri. 

In the last session of the Missouri Legislature, 
every last member of the city’s delegation was a 
Democrat—six Democratic State Senators and 19 
Democratic State Representatives. When the new 
Legislature meets in January, St. Louis will have 
four Democratic and two Republican State Senators. 
It will have 13 Republican Representatives and six 
Democrats, the First, Second and Third districts hav- 
ing gone Republican, the Fourth Democratic and the 
Fifth dividing two Representatives for each party.

The re-election of Senator Brooks, while it fur- 
ther demonstrates the futility of the pre-Pearl Har- 
bor purge, returns a man of small social vision, who 
is not above obvious trickery as his maneuver to 
take credit for the anti-poll tax amendment to the 
soldier vote measure showed.

In the same election in which Missourians de-

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SENATOR McREYNOLDS’ UNFORTUNATE DEFEAT. 
The worst single election result in Missouri as a 


whole was the defeat of State Senator Allen Mc- 


Reynolds, Democrat, of Carthage, who, after eight 
years of public service in the Legislature, was seek- 
ing his third four-year term, 

Many observers of affairs at Jefferson City re- 
gard Senator McReynolds as the best-informed and 
ablest representative of the people at the State 
Capitol. Certainly he has a record of which he can 
be proud. He joined Congressman John J. Cochran 
in a prompt repudiation of the governorship steal. 
He has been a supporter of many progressive bills. 
He voted against submitting the Lauf repealer and 
other special interest legislation. He made himself 
an expert on social security; the deliberations on 
this subject in the Legislature, prior to enactment 
of the Missouri social security system, were based 
on his outstanding work as chairman of Committee 
on Social Security and Pensions. 

It was a short-sighted and ungrateful vote, there- 
fore, which scratched Senator McReynolds because 
of his opposition to the scheme, fathered by an ex- 
Kleagle of the Ku Klux Klan, to earmark 58 million 
dollars every biennium for old-age assistance and 
dependent children. Senator McReynolds knew that 
this was a crackpot proposition; he took a public 
stand against it in the primary campaign and in 
the ensuing election because he did not want to see 
Missouri hold out false hopes and, at the same time, 
to throw State government into costly confusion. 
He was a true friend of the aged men and women 
on the pension rolls, not an exploiter of them. 

Not the least of Senator McReynolds’ good works 
was his fight against the Democratic bosses in the 
1940 race for the nomination for Governor. He had 
the machines of both St. Louis and Kansas City 
against him, If he had been nominated instead of 
Lawrence McDaniel, there is little doubt that he 
would easily have defeated Forrest C. Donnell and 
Missouri would have had today a Governor superbly 
equipped for the job. Allen McReynolds will be 
sorely missed. 
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SENATOR NORRIS IS WRONG. 

With tears in his eyes, Senator Norris told re- 
porters yesterday in Washington that his defeat for 
re-election was “a repudiation of 40 years of ser- 
vice.” Then he went on to say that, although he 
had done his “best to repudiate wrong and evil in 
governmental affairs, I would have to admit I have 
failed utterly.” . 

This is one time when Senator Norris is wrong— 
dead wrong. His defeat was not a “repudiation” of 
his service. It was not notice to him that he had 
“failed utterly.” He ran at the urging of his friends 
when he wanted to retire’ He was handicapped by 
his advanced years: when he ran six years ago, he 
He ran in a three-man race 
as an Independent whose name had to be written 
im on the ballot. As a stanch supporter of the New 
Deal, he was hurt by the dissatisfaction with the 
administration’s slowness in getting down to busi- 
ness in prosecuting the war.

The World 
After is going to be different—very much 
different—from anything experienced in the 
long history of America. That this is more 
than a war, that it is a revolution, of which 
the war is the bloody ingredient, is as yet 
only too dimly recognized. 

America has avoided much of the shock 
of this revolution which has upset long- 
established ways of living throughout the 
world. America’s only part of this revolu- 
tion has been the New Deal, which has 
proved intensely obnoxious to financial in- 
terests. Some of the stronger features of 
the New Deal have brought to America the 
realization of a developing world economic 
revolution. Some of its worst features have 
been mild by comparison with the bloody 
purges, decrees and laws, which blocs and 
factions have instituted in other lands. 

The rumblings of change, through dis- 
satisfaction with past economic systems, 
have been reflected here in a wealth of new 
and liberalizing laws. Chiefly, these have 
concerned labor and agriculture. There 
have been new and restrictive legalities for 
bankers and for big “business. Neither the 
ridicule, angry protests nor the petitions of 
banking and business have halted this trend 
very much, 

It is important to recognize the forces of 
change. It is not the part of these observa- 
tions to try the faults and the benefits of 
the New Deal, or of the forces working in 
Europe. However, recognition of these 
forces of revolution is very vital. 

” * * 


Banking as an institution has thus far 
survived, although greatly curtailed and 
circumscribed by comparison with laws and 
customs of a generation ago. Many. Gov- 
ernment agencies have seized the right to 
tell bankers what they should and should 
not do, mostly the latter. Private banking 
has continued in America because-to root it 
out meant even greater revolution than to 
supervise it; also because the impact of 
world revolution has not been as ruthless 
in America. The revolution here (through 
the medium of the New Deal) has been 
more conservative and within such limits 
as the American people demanded. 

This American economic revolution could 
have gone much farther. In’ fact, it at- 
tempted to go much farther, but was halted 
by that basic conservatism that has been 
the unseen protection of private banking. 
When the attempt was made to change the 
law under which the Supreme Court was 
appointed, the American people called a halt 
in no uncertain terms. However, it is im- 
portant to note that they did not dismiss 
the New Deal which proposed that change. 
They instinctively continued it because it 
was an expressive force for desired im- 
provement, even in conservative America. 

The World War, now in fatal progress, 
will witness no turning back to the good 
old days when a measure of peace is at- 


tained. It is difficult to conceive of any 
return to those tempestuous days when New 
Deal reform, despite all the protests of 
banking, was pushing new and startling 
economic laws through an obedient Con- 
gress. Neither will there be a turning back 
to the era prior to the New Deal. 

Bankers could contribute much to the 
World After if they had a mind to do so. 
But first, there must come the realization 
that the horizons and the scenery have 
changed, and even some of the landmarks. 
This is not to say that bankers should for- 
sake certain definite, needed economic and 
financial fundamentals, but in seeking to 
maintain them they must endeavor to 
adapt them. While there is no stopping the 
economic revolution now in world progress, 
there is an opportunity of shaping it for 
the protection and preservation of the 
credit system long fundamental to America. 

The financial leaders—those who are the 
custodians of savings and property—have a 
definite responsibility in providing leader- 
ship now. Leadership is expected, for the 
individual depositors and business men, the 
proverbial widows and orphans, have placed 
their trust in this class known as bankers. 

The challenge now to banking’s leader- 
ship must be met through intelligent study 
and bolder planning than has been in evi- 
dence during the last decade of defensive 
action, or other forces will usurp the role. 
All phases of banking are involved in this 
dilemma and problem. 
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The challenge is in the preservation and 
the adaptation of that which is fundamen- 
tal in private credit to changing thought, 
war needs and the World After. 

There must be more individual banker 
recognition of the present world revolution 
of thought, and of Government’s response 
in meeting new social and economic de- 
mands. This will require explorations and 
study of a positive kind, 

Enlightened leadership within the world 
of finance will protect and also utilize these 
revolutionary forces within democracy. 
Without such leadership, old concepts and 
stubborn resistance to change are likely to 
destroy the last vestiges of private banking. 

Lack of action or resentment will not stop 
the forces of change in their use of Gov- 
ernment machinery for meeting social and 
economic needs. If private capital fails to 
co-operate and guide these forces, radical 
change will be accelerated. If the banking 
world plays only its former role of objec- 
tion, of defeatism, it will stimulate, without 
greatly retarding, the trend to state so- 
cialism. 

What appears to be lacking is the initia- 
tive for enlightened, aggressive leadership. 
Government and political leaders will now 
welcome efforts looking toward co-opera- 
tive planning of the World After. The lead- 
ers of organized labor, and a few of agri- 
culture, might show initial suspicion as a 
result of past propaganda, but this need 
not be a real deterrent if private capital is 
sincere in its emphasis on co-operation for 
a better world, a better America. 

Banking has this o rtunity for co-op- 
erative leadership. This leadership is a re- 
sponsibility for unity and forward action, 
not back-te-the-wall defeatism. The very 
lessons of opposition to New Deal reform 
should now stimulate bankers to go for- 
ward, even as they have done in helping to 
meet the financ needs of“var. The call 
of patriotism is still there in helping to

British Children 


Finds Them Efficient, 


as Working Mothers’ 
layed—Apprehensive Over Readjustment. 


Increasing in Number 
Suspicions Are Al-

LONDON, England, Wednesday. 
—On Monday night, Mrs. Leonard 
Elmhirst and /.mbassador Winant 
dined with us. I was happy my 
son Elliott could come up again for 
the night. We had a very pleas- 
ant evening and I was greatly usr- 
prised to find how late it was 
when I finally went off to bed. I 
had to sign some mail Tuesday 
morning before breakfast, so the 
papers received a rather cursory 
reading, for we had to leave the 
apartment at 9 o'clock. 

Our first visit was to one of the 
day nurseries run by the Govern- 
ment, Here there were about 60 
children whose mothers are indus- 
trially employed. They are brought 
in every morning between 7:30 and 
8:30 o’clock. The women have to 
go to work, because, in a majority 
of the cases, their husbands are 
in the services and they need the 
money and, incidentally, the Gov- 
ernment needs their work. 

Everything is very simply but 
well arranged. The children are 
given all their meals and cared 
for during the entire day. The 
problems seem to me very much 
the same as at home. The only 
complication is the necessity of 
having ration books in order to 
obtain the food for the children. 
Two @ittle twins presented me 
with a red, white and blue bou- 
quet, 

It seems to me the Government 
is only gradually able to get the 
women to leave their children in 
these day nurseries, The num- 
bers are increasing steadily, but 
for a time there was a great sus- 
picion on the part of the mothers, 
who thought their children were 
going to be taken away from their 
influence and preferred to leave 
the child with .a neighbor, if one 
could be found to care for it. Now 
there are no longer such neigh- 
bors. An isolation ward exists 
in every nursery, where children 
having colds are kept. If any 
sign of a rash appears, they are 
sent to the contagious ward in a 
hospital. This obviates the neces- 
sity of keeping a child who is ill, 
at home, except during the night 
period, if it is well enough to go 
home, 

The second nursery we visited 
was another type conducted by 


by 


the Women’s Voluntary Services. 
For two days, it accepts children 
who are going to be evacuated 
from the city to the country. They 
get bathed, their hair is washed 
and they are outfitted with what- 
ever clothes they need, There are 
also volunteers who take them to 
their destinationg in the 

by car or train. They even have 
a baby bus, so arranged that chil- | 
dren are strapped in. They have 
a vacuum bottle of warm milk for 
refreshment and windows at just 
the right height for them to look 
out on their way to their destina- 
tion. The children are all very 
good. The poor little things, I 
suppose so much has happened to 
them that nothing surprises them 
any more. Usually, these children 
are placed in some private house 
with large gardens, where the chil- 
dren thrive. But I fear the com- 
plication of returning to London's 
slums afterwards will be great for 
both mother and child, for the lat- 
ter will undoubtedly be very un- 
happy. ’

WASHINGTON, Nov. & (AP).—

During New York Race Season 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5 (AP).—New York’s regular. racing season, 
which covered 180 days, ended yesterday at Empire City. Figures best 
prove that the sport weathered wartime and transportation troubles 
with flying colors, for records for big business toppled like tenpins. 


Beginning today, Belmont Park 
will be the scene of an extra 
seven-day session for war relief, 
followed by the two-day United 


Hunts meet. ' 

A total of $165,730,267 passed 
through the “tote” machines over 
the regular 180-day span for a 
daily average of $920,723. Attend- 
ance reached 2,683,146, averaging 
14,906 a day. The total breakage 
was $1,290,060.97. The total “take” 
(10 per cent of the betting and 
all the breakage), which is split 
between the State and the five 
tracks, amounted to $17,863,087.67, 
or $8,931,543.88 a side. 

These figures top all 1941 marks. 
There were five fewer days of rac- 
ing last year, so the averages pro- 
vide the only fair comparison. 
Total betting in peaceful 1941 was 
$133,256,323 or $761,464 per day. 
Attendance came to 2,503,955, aver- 


aging 14,308. The breakage totaled 
$1,010,443.23 and the total “take” 


was $14,336,075.53, or $7,168;037.76" 


each for State and tracks.

‘front’ behind which the spy can 
work, and it places an unneces- 
Sary and heavy burden on our 
agencies against espionage.

The expert is too 
often a person possessed of intri- 
cate knowledge of one phase of a 
problem, and unable to. see the 
woods for the trees. 

No one needs to be an “expert” 
to know that the way to conduct a 
Pacific war is not to draw an im- 
aginary line in the middle of the 
ocean and give Gen. MacArthur “a 
sphere of influence” on one side 
and Admiral Nimitz a sphere on 
the other. MacArthur doesn’t 
think so either. | 

The conduct of our war, military 
and domestic, needs more people 
with horse sense, treating experts 
as technicians and advisers. Great 
wars are won by leaders of great 
vision and supreme judgment in 
choosing » betweon various war 
plans. The business of a comman- 
der in chief is to make a choice, 
and stick to it. And the business 
of the “typewriter strategist” is, 
with due humility, and the advan- 
tage of freedom and disinterested- 
ness, to try to clarify the issues 
governing a choice.

WASHINGTON, Nov. & (AP).— 
More than a month after issuance 
of the President’s economic stabi- 
lization order, the War Labor Board 
still wrestled today with a state- 
ment of policy on wage and salary 
controls.

G. O. P. Candidates Wins 
Lieutenant Governor- 
ship — LaGuardia De- 
nounces Farley. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5 (AP).—The 
Republicans prepared today to as- 
sume New Yosrk’s administrative 
reins with a full grip Jan. 1 with 
the pledge of Gov.-elect Thomas 
E. Dewey that he would stream- 
line State government. 

As late returns gave Republican 
Thomas W. Wallace a plurality of 
17,449 over incumbent Charles Po- 
letti, Democratic and American 
Labor party candidate, for Lieu- 
tenant Governor, the Democrats 
lost all hope of keeping a hand in 
the State administration they con- 
trofed 20 consecutive years under 
three Democratic Governors — Al- 
fred E. Smith, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt and Herbert H. Lehman, 

A Poletti victory would have 
created a situation similar to that 
of 1924, when Seymour Lowman, 
Republican, was Smith’s Lieuten- 
ant Governor. 

In addition to Wallace, Schenec- 
tady County District Attorney, the 
other Republican candidates for 
State office were swept to suc- 
cess behind Thomas E. Dewey's 
plurality of approximately 600,000 
in the governorship race. Repub- 
licans also control the State Leg- 
islature. 

Dewey polled close to 200,000 
votes more than the total for the 
Democratic candidate, John J. 
Bennett Jr. and the American 
Labor party candidate, Dean Al- 
fange. 

The governorship vote in re- 
turns from 9123 of 9327 districts 
gave Dewey 2,072,831, Bennett 1,- 
487,493 and Alfange 309,418. 

Pledges Good Government. 

Dewey, in his first interview 
following his election, declared 
he would stress “good govern- 
ment.” 

“There is a great deal of stream- 
lining to be done in the State 
government,” he asserted. “That 
will require careful scrutiny of 
dozens of major administrative of- 


fices and their record of compe-/1. 


tence and public service. I have 
no idea if it can be completed by 
the first of January.” 

Mayor F. H. LaGuardia charged 
that the Democratic State con- 
vention that nominated Bennett 
“was manipulated for the _ sole 
purpose” of giving Democratic 
State Chairman James A. Farley 
“an opportunity to hit at danadl|- 
dent Roosevelt.” 

Bennett was supported by Far- 
ley at the Brooklyn convention 
over President Roosevelt's origi- 
nal choice, United States Senator 
James M. Mead. Bennett cam- 
paigned with Roosevelt’s indorse- 
ment, however. 

Says “Myth” Is Exploded. 

LaGuardia asserted: 

“Farley never won a campaign 

unless he had President Roosevelt 
at the head of the ticket. That 
myth is exploded.” 
. Asked for comment on LaGuar- 
dia’s statement, Farley said “It 
would be silly to discuss anything 
the Mayor says.” 

Farley, in commenting on the 
élection, said the State Demo- 
cratic ticket lost not because 
they were not qualified for high 
administrative office, but because 
there was a definite trend 
through the nation. 

“I greatly regret that this hap- 
pened, but the essence of a de- 
mocracy is that the wishes of the 
people be translated at the polls.”

ASE X-148: Anna Y., aged 24, has been married for three 
(Cyeers “I want you to see her at once, if you possibly can 

give us an appointment today,” her mother telephoned. “She 
is the mother of a little girl, 15 months old, but we are worried 
about her condition. She just sits 
and stares into the distance. When 
we ask questions, she may act as if 
she doesn’t hear us, or may wait 
for half a minute before she re- 
plies. Then she'll respond with 
only a word or two. She seems to 
have no interest in anything. We 
must even coax her to eat her 
meals. This morning we spent two 
hours before we got her to finish 
her cereal and egg. She seems to 
think that she has a serious dis- 
ease, and says she is a disgrace to 
her whole family. Dr. Crane, we 
are worried about her.” 
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DIAGNOSIS: This girl is obviously losing contact with 
external reality. Her detachment may ultimately become s0 
great that she will not eat at all, unless forcibly fed. She may 
soon fail to respond to all questions and simply sit, hunched up, 
like“ a hibernating bear. This is schizophrenia, or dementia 
precox, as it used to be called. As you sit and talk to this girl, 
you can see that she is mentally far off from her environment. 
Her answers to questions are delayed, as if it took a minute for 
the words to reach her consciousness. The best treatment for 
such cases, should be prophylaxis in early childhood. Teach 
youngsters how to adjust happily to their external environment 
so they will not want to flee from it.

HE junior dress, which has 

won fame and fortune for the 

St. Louis dress market through 
its interpretation of young fash- 
ions, suddenly has discovered it 
has a “big sister,” sufficiently old- 
er to be sophisticated and suffi- 
ciently talented to take a stellar 
role in the style production. 


This newcomer into the St. Louis 
dress: manufacturing family has 
the clever faculty of adapting 
junior styles to becomingness in 
misses’ sizes and upon this idea a 
new industry is developing.

So 
great has been the demand that 
five additional factories are being 
started. Thus St. Louis has a new 
industry and the women of Amer- 
ica are being fitted in a new type 
of dress. 

The junior dresses in misses’ 
sizes recognize the appeal of 
young themes to girls who wear 
larger than regulation junior sizes, 
and also the attractiveness of cer- 
tain junior styles when worn by 
older women.

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RIGHT and early one morning, Sophiana and r went to the 
Central Institute of Experimental Medicine. It was a big, gloomy- 
looking building from the outside. Inside it was cheerful, with 
the exciting smell of ether. We were: expected. Before we went 
upstairs to the office of the head man, we had to put on white robes 
and caps. Sophiana had quite a job finding a white sterilized robe 
that fitted me. She spoke very sharply in Russian to the two attend- 
ants and they laid out all of their stock for me. They found one 
that fit, smoothed out the wrinkles, and looked at me with great 


respect. 

“What did you tell these two 
monkeys?” I asked Sophiana. 

“T told them you were the head 
of the Rockefeller Institute, the 
greatest brain surgeon in America, 
and that you had come all the way 
just to see this hospital and to 
watch Grastchenkov operate.” 

“You can lie better than I can,” 
I said, looking at placid-faced 
Sophiana with real admiration. 

“Oh, I don't know. I’ve heard 
you on the phone,” Sophiana said 
indifferently, and that was the 
only subtlety I ever heard her per- 
petrate. 

The next hour passed quickly. 
Doctors showed us around and we 
spent some time watching Grast- 
chenkov operate, We watched him 
taking shrapnel and bullets out of 
the brains of Soviet soldiers. We 
gat in the theater of the operating 


““voom and consequently couldn't 


gee much because the operational 
surface is small in such cases. 
Then I met Grastchenkov. I fell 
for him completely, as Norman had 
told me I would, and we went 
around to see patients to whom he 
was giving post operative treat- 
ments. Grastchenkov talked per- 
fect English. 

“Come in, and let’s see how Al- 
exis is getting on.” He smiled, and 
we went into one of the quite 
cheerful hospital rooms. Alexis Ma- 
tveev lay on his side. An intern 
had just taken 25 grams of fluid 
from his spinal column. When the 
brain has been injuréd, the spinal 
column generates an overproduc- 
tion of fluid and this had to be 
removed. Alexis was breathing 
easily and no fear showed in his 
large gray eyes. Two weeks be- 
fore he had been found in the mud 
outside Bryansk with a large piece 
of shrapnel in his brain and one 
chance in a thousand of living. 
Now he was in the hospital under 
the care of one of the world’s 
greatest brain surgeons, Dr. Nik- 
olai Ivanovitch Grastchenkov, 

The doctor talked soothingly to 
the young soldier. Then he re 
moved the dressing from the boy’s 
skull. It is easy to look at a bul- 
let wound because the skin, as 
though ashamed of its weakness, 
closes quickly over the hole. It is 
not easy to look at a shrapnel 
wound because the shrapnel, being 
jagged and dull, tears as well as 
cuts. Alexig had been operated on 


three days before. The wound was 
ugly and nearly half the brain lay 
exposed outside the skull, But the 
wound wasn’t ugly to Grastchen- 
kov. He smiled as he looked at it; 
he took a probe and touched the 


brain and, surprisingly, the boy. 
did not even wince. But I did. 


“The brain is a wonderful or- 
gan,” the doctor said, seeing the 
look on my face. “It is so wonder- 
ful that it is not capable of feel- 
ing pain. Skin, muscles, bones— 
these give pain, but not the brain.” 

“He put the dressing back with 
quick, deft fingers, told Alexis that 
he’d be back fighting in a month 
or two. Then he left. 

Grastchenkov,- who studied in 
Cambridge and later at the Rocke- 
feller Institute in New York, per- 
forms miracles every day at the 
hospital, which is part of the cen- 
tral Institute of Experimental 
Medicine. The brain and the spinal 
column are his special provinces. 
In Russia he is acknowledged 
master in these fields. He is 
blonde, looks younger than his, 40 
years, and his hands are large and 
capable. Though his eyes are 
grave, he has a quick smile. He 


looks like — Tracy.

NLY serious canes are brought 
():: him. Day after ‘day he re- 

moves shapnel and bullets from 
brains or spinal columns. Then 
he supervises the long conval- 
escence necessary to final recoy- 
ery. 
“Here’s the bit I took from the 
brain of Alexis,” he said when we 
were back in his office. “Pretty 
big, isn’t it? Weighs about seven 
grams. But he will be all right. 
The shrapnel lodged in the left 
lobe of the brain. It affects his 
speech, It also paralyzes his right 
side. But once his wound is 
healed we'll go to work on that. I 
have a few men here who had ex- 
actly the same type of wounds. 
They’re learning to talk and to 
walk and to write again.” 

There are no wards in the hos- 
pital run by Grastchenkov. He 
does not think a crowded ward is 
conducive to mental recovery. The 
neat, clean rooms held four pa- 
tients. We went into a room 
where four were learning again to 
talk and to read and to walk. They 
took turns reading aloud, laughing 


at one another’s mistakes, and

wounded outside of Smolensk.

One’ room after another showed 
its quota of men who had been 
brought back to life by the genius 
of Grastchenkov. In the last war 
mortality from brain wounds was 
35: per cent in this hospital. It is 
now less than 5 per cent. This is 
chiefly due to the efficiency of 
sulfanilamide as a deterrent to in- 
fection. Grastchenkoy says his 
main problems come, from bullets 
and shrapnel lodged in the spinal 
column. These are much more 
serious wounds than brain injuries. 
Grastchenkovy is only one of 
many thousands mobilized to fight 
wounds and diseases in Russia. 
The whole army of surgery, medi- 
cine and research has been thrown 
into the battle. In many cases the 
civilian population has come to the 
aid of the men and women of 
science, 

Then Sophiana and I went to 
another clinic. The Soviet Central 
Institute of Blood Transfusion is 
presided over by brilliant Andrei 
Bogdassarov, dark and eager eyed. 
The institute has three additional 
branches, There are 100 nurses 
and doctors working at the clinic, 
Only 10 are men, another proof of 
Norman’s theses. Every day from 
1500 to 2000 civilians go to these 
clinics and offer their blood. Blood 
is a precious commodity in time 
of war. Nine-tenths of the donors 
are young girls and women — 
mothers, wives and sisters of men 
at the front. Nearly all of them 
decline pay for their services, but, 
after each blood donation, the 
donors are given a good meal and 
an extra ration coupon. A steady 
stream of blood from Russian 
women flows to the front. 

“We have three times as many 
donors as we need,” Bogdassarov 
laughs. “Everyone wants to do 
his or her part in beating the Ger- 
mans. Those who come here feel 
that in giving their blood they are 
saving the lives of soldiers and, of 
course, they are are right.”

the clinic can be kept “alive” for 
more than thirty days. Only as re- 
cently as the Spanish Civil war, 
blood was considered to be usable 
only if it had been drawn ten days 
before. 

Bogdassaroy keeps the biood 
alive and preserved’by the addition 
of sodium citrate and glucose, It 
is packed in air-tight ampules, and 
kept at a constant low tempera- 
ture. Bogdassarov has done a 
great deal of experimenting:;with 
cadaver blood, but he believes in 
its use only in emergency. Cadavar 
blood is efficacious only if used 
within twenty minutes after it is 
taken from a dead person. Two 
years ago, this explorer in the dark 
red streams of the blood took up 
the study of plasma, or dried blood. 
There is a quantity of this at every 
front line operating station, but it 
is only for emergency use. Plasma 
is usable for eighteen months or 
so, but Russian doctors are not 
completely sold on it. 


* * @# 
HE discussion of blood and its 
use in reviving those on the bor- 
derline of death is hardly 
ant talk, but it is war talk, and it 
concerns the conduct of the war, 
and is an important item in the 
saving of lives. 

It is interesting to talk to the 
girls in Bogdassarov’s clinic as 
they lie, white-clad, on the tables 
giving their blood so that some 
soldier may live to fight again. 
There are five tables in each room 
with a doctor in charge and five 
nurses assisting. First, the nurses 
cleanse the arm with disinfectant; 
then the doctor gently inserts a 
needle filled with novocain. The 
donor feels absolutely no pain. She 
has just had a cup of highly sweet- 
ened tea and she has had a fine 
gossip with her friends in the cor- 
ridor, and now she lies there un- 
afraid and content. The doctor 
inserts the needle, which has a long 
tube attached, and within a few 
seconds the blood begins to flow 
into a glass jar. No one donor is 
allowed to give more than a pint of 
blood. I have heard them plead 
with the doctor in charge to be 
allowed the privilege of giving
